It said die president was in good condition 
bnt experiencing some pain and fatigue. He 
had siqit well during the ni^t after staying 
up until 11 p.m. to watch some of the Hol- 
lywood Academy Awards oeremonies on 
televirion. 

White House Chief of Staff James Baker 
said he visited the prerident Wednesday and 
left him sitting in a chair eating breakfast. He 
said he hoped the president would be out ot 
the ho^ital sometime next week. 

Offidals said the president wanted to carry 
out a promise to throw out die first ball of the 
baseb^ season at a game between die Cin- 
cinnati Reds and Philadelphia Phillies in Qn- 
cinaati next Wednesday. The Cindnnati trip

Can Brezhnev be attacked? 


MOSCOW, April 1 (AFP) — An attack 
against Leonid Brezhnev sirnDar to that on 
United States President- Ronald Reagan 
Monday “is impossible," Soviet observers 
here said Wednesday, apparently forgetting, 
or unware of, a 1969 incident in w^efa a 
soldier shot at their president in front of the 
Kremlin. 

The attack cn, Reagan, in Wariiington was 
simply anodtct.^mbbl -^m violent 
sode^ to. the ScMet .offid^ and the man in 
the street. Indeed^ commented the C:6mmun- 
ist Par^ oewipaimrifraiuEa Monday: *‘ln.die 
United States, nobody h safe,' neither the 
ordinary man nor the statesman." 

Several factors peculiar to die Soviet 
Union reduce the chances of success of any 
attack sudi as the 1969 Kremlin inddent in 
whidi a deranged Soviet soldier tried to 
assassinate Brezhnev but shot at the wrong 
car, killing a driver instead. 

First, the mentally unbalanced are known, 
and Detacork, the soldier, was taken a mental 
aslum and remains there. Second, Breriinev 
does not travel as often as American presi- 
dents, and never plunges into crowds. His

Tight security

PARIS, April 1 (R) — France has tight- 
ened sedirity precautions around President 
Valery Giscard cfEst^g foUowdng the 
attempt on the life oi Prerident Reagan. 

“ The assassination of Prerident Kennedy 
and the dozen attempts to loll General de 
Gaulle are ever present in our minds, and we 
are taking no chances," a senior French 
police official said. “ But eveiyone knows 
there is no 100 percent effective protection " 
he added. 

Police p^Iems are confounded by the 
tendency of some leaders to downgrade sec- 
urity precautions. President Giscard 
(TEstaingsald on television he did not believe 
in extra special security measures, particu- 
larly during his frequent trips in the current 
French election campaign. 

The French prerident, like De Gaulle 
before him, often breaks wzdi protocol and 
wades into the crowds, shaking bands widi 
the elderly and kissing children.

BANGKOK, April 1 (Agencies) — Thai- 
land was faced with two governments after an 
early Wednesday morning coup against 
Prime Minister Prem Tinsulanonda, and 
Prem's vow from a northeast army base that 
he would fight to keep his government in 
power. He issued an ultimatum lo the coup 
leaders to surrender. 

However, they ignored the 10 a.m. dead- 
line set b>’ him, saying they bad “20 times’* 
more troops than Prem. Gen. Sant 
Chitipatima, the coup leader and head of the 
revolutionary committee, said die committee 
was not negotiating with Prem at the 
moment. 

The coup came at 2 a.m. (1900 GMTj 
Tuesday. Radio Thailand announced an hour 
later that a “ revolutionary coundT* oi senior 
military officers had taken over the govern- 
ment, deposed Prem, suspended the constitu- 
tion and dismissed the calnnet.

Robert de Niro and Sis^ Spacek wim 
Hollywood C^r Awards ’Hiesday night for 
best actor and actress for their portrayals of 
real-life people in kaga^ BiM and Cool 
Miner *s Dtmg^ter.

Later Gen. Chitipatima appareared on 
television before a picture of the king, the 
Thai fl^ and a Buddhist shrine, all sacred 
institutions in Thailand.

Thai military officer and named an adviser by 
the revolutioinary committee. Lt. Gen. Vasin 
Isarangkun Na Ayuthuyj, commander of the 
first army, and Admiral Kate Santtvv'ajktl, 
deputy commander of the navy. 

“ Our brethren, wc realize' the lack of 
safety in your lives. Most of the people have 
been facing hardship in their livelihood under 
the project of the sodul and economic state, 
be said, reading from the statement. “ The 
coundl could not tolerate any more the 
rivalry for personal profit among various 
groups, the agitation and the undermining of 
the security (rf the state." he said. Citing 
increasing drug use, selfishness, rape and

Meanwhile, unconfirmed reports said 
troops loyal to Gen. Prem were Wednesday 
massing around the Thai capital. 

Units from the second Thai army loyal to 
Gen. Prem, overthrown by a military 
revolutionary committee by deputy army 
chief Sant CUtipatina, were also beading for 
Bangkok from their base in Northeastern 
Thailand, where Gen Prem went after the 
coup, the reports said. 

Observers believed that Gen. Sant was 
having increasing trouble controlling the 
aruation.

JEDDAH, .April 1 — The leader of the 
Islamic peace* mi»ion President .Ahmed 
Sekou Toure Wednesday announced that 
efforts ut summit level to mediate a ceasefire 
between Iraq and Iran have been suspended. 

Speaking after u meeting of the mission, 
which returned from Baghdad Tuesday night. 
Sekou Toure however.said Qiat the secretary- 
general of the Organization of the Islamic 
Conference Habib Chatci will continue to 
shuttle between the i«o warring countries to 
reach a nr^utual understanding. 

The Guinean president added that Iraq 
and Iran did not reject the Islamic peace pac- 
kage but tried to make certain amendments 
to take into consideration some basic ele- 
ments proposed by both sides. 

Sekou Toure said that Islamic mission was 
not acting as a court although it was trving to 
settle the dispute in thclight of Islamic values 
to draw the two countries to a ceu.setire. 

He said (hat the mission's task was difficuli 
as it wa.s working for a package settlement as 
hoped for by OIC 

President Sekou Toure also said that the 
mission will submit new proposals to the two 
countries. One of the proposals is to establish 
on Islamiccourt to define the ru^onsihilitvof 
starting the war.

Aiabm Local 
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Rules classify hotels

JEDDAH. April 1 — The Commerce 
Ministry issued regulations Monday to fix 
hotel standards and tariffs chained to cus- 
tomers. The orders were issued by Com- 
merce Minister SoUman A. Solaira. 

Ihe. hotels have been divided into seven 
categories ranging from deluxe to third class 
according to building size, services and gen- 
eral appearance. A deluxe hotel must rate 
ISO marks to qualify for that rating. It cannot 
charge more than SR 1 ,000 fora normal suite 
and SR2.2S0 for a supersuite of two bed- 
rooms. 

The rates descend gradually across the 
^ectrum until it readies tbe lowest range, the 
HI doss (B) hotels, which are permitted to 
place four beds to a room and charge a mod- 
est rate per bed. 

The general manager of Jeddah's A1 Badr 
BWbraton, Sameer ZoehhL said he was satis- 
fied with the pridng system and the classifica- 
tion of the hotels. Sheraton, whidi belongs to 
the top of the league in the country, has 500 
rooms and, like the Meridien. the Hyatt 
Regency, the Nova Park and others under 
construction, is a deluxe hotel of the first 
order. 

"The pridng was fair." Zoghbi said. "And 
it has come at the right time since the country 
is getting more deluxe and first class hotels 
than it can handle profitably." He did not 
expect much more growth in the next five 
years because of this proliferation. Apart 
from those in operation, others are in the 
final stages of completion including the Inter- 
continental, the Holiday Inn and die Hilton. 
They are all in Jeddah. 

Meridien's Resident Manager Manfred 
Moennidi said the new regulations are 
reasonable in view of the multiplicity of hotel 
rooms in the dty and in the country as a 
whole. “ We are happy with the present situa- 
tion," he said. Previously the prices were on 
the high side because of the scardty of decent 
accommodation and the relatively high cost 
of labor." Now it is different and the ministry 
has done well to review the structure and the 
various kinds of hotel accommodation avail- 
able and award it a clear class, he added. In 
spite of the glut the Meridien is doing quite 
well with an occupancy rate well into the 


Seventies, the manager said. 

The government order classified the hotels 
into deluxe, 1 class ( A), 1 class (B). 11 (A), 11 
(B), 111 (A), III (BJ, the last category was 
created to cater to a large section of die 
traveling population who need hotel accom* 
modation at price within their reach. They 
were given 20 marks vriiich they must satisfy 
before they are licensed, the ministry said. 

The marks were awarded on the basis of 40 
for die building, 40 for the services, 25 for the 
rooms, 25 for the management, 10 for recrea- 
tional fadlities and 10 for the general out- 
look. Deluxe hotels must qualify for at least 
1 20 d^ees, 1 class ( A) for 1 00, 1 dass(B) for 
80 and the II class for 60. 

The pricing structure, the ministry said, 
was defied on after careful study of the cost 
of accommodation and the services offered to 
the customers, with Ihe price rising as the 
services improve and the number of persons 
per room also increases. 

At a I class hotel, or four-star, a normal 
suite should not cost more than SR850, 
SR17S0 fora supersuite. The cost is lower for 
four-star (B) hotels. 

An additional bed, requested by the cus- 
tomer, should not cost more than SR7S at the 
deluxe hotels, SR60 at the first class (A), 
SR50 at the first class(B),SR40at the II class 
( A),SR30 at die 11 class (B) and SR20 at the 
HI class, A and B tservice charges have been 
fixed at 15 per cent for the five-stars and 10 
per cent for the others. No other chaiges 
should be made in the name of serviu: on any 
pretext. 

These prices and rates will be allowed to 
double in Mecca and Medina during the pil- 
grimage season because die owners of the 
hotels there usually forefelt a lot of business 
during the off-season, but must keep dieir 
hotels open and staffed di rough tout dieyear. 

Similarly, the rates will be allowed to rise 
by 25 f^r cent in the summer reson areas 
like Taif, Abba, Khamis Mushait, Al Baha 
and Baljarshi during the summer months. 

Tlie Director General of Hotels at the 
Commerce Ministry, Abdul Aziz Al Jasser, 
said these instructions have been intimated to 
the hotels which were requested to di^lay 
them prominently for the attention of their 
customers.

JEDDAH, April ] — A trade delegation 
from Pakistan visit the Kingdom shortly 
to explore the marketfor Pakistani minerals, 
a P^stan embassy press statement said 
Wednesday. • 

The delegation comprising senior execu- 
tives of the state-owned Paldstaa Mmerak 
Development Corporation will stay in the 
Kingdom for about one week, touring hie 
main commercial centers mduding Riyadh, 
Jeddah and Dammam. 

It wUI hold meetings with officials and 
businessmen and negotiate deals with -die 
interested parties. 

Mineral-rich Pakistan has been exporting 
several minerals toa numberof countries, but 


its exports to the Kingdom have remained 
limited so far because of transportation bot- 
tlenecks, the statement said. 

These obstacles have now been removed 
considerably with the recent lauDching of a 
regular shipping service between the two 
countries. One Paldstani ship wfil be touching 
the ports of Jeddah and Dammam every 
alternate fortnight, the report added. 

The minerals presently being exported by 
Pakistan to the Kingdom mainly indude 
those used for construction purposes, gems^ 
tones and marble.. But the country prepuces 
several others which are required by the 
Kingdom for industrial use and domestic con- 
sumption.

One morning while 1 stopped my car 
■before a red traffic signal, another c^er 
dose to jne looked right and left and, 
being sure of the absence ci a policeman, 
'^ve full throttle to the accelerator and 
almost flew off with screeching tires wtth< 
out any regard for the red signal. He just 
left me wondering on the useMness of this 
foolhardiness, and 1 asked myself whether 
he wanted to sacrifice his life trying to save 
a few seconds orminutes.1 could- tiiink of 
no convincing reply. 

It remind^ me of another incident in 
which two youths were speeding away in 
their car. Suddenly a car coming from the 
q>posite direction crashed into it and 
turned the car upside down. They survived 
the impact, yet one of them lost his mental 
capabilities while the other suffered some, 
physical handicap. 

if we look back at die frequent car 
crashes we would find our hearts filled 
with sorrow and grief. But, regrettably, 
some of us do not take any lesson from 
what thev see and hear, and try to contri- 
bute to this state of affairs. I feel a driver 
ought to remember that, however con- 
vinced he may be of his driving, he may 
come across someone less experienced at 
the controls. It pains me to see people 
physically handicapped as a result of their 
recess driving. 

Everyone will agree, I am sure, that the^ 
car has been made to serve us, and not to 
become a means for suicide. We bring 
niisery to us and others just because we 
ignore driving rules. 1 would, therefore, 
ask everyone to be warned from the daily 
incidents, to be able to avert any possible 
crash and thus save his life and, perhaps, 
the lives of others.

BEIRUT, April 1 (AP) — Israeli troops 
raided a U.N.-held village in South Lebanon 
before dawn Wednesday, blew up four 
houses and clashed with a U.N. patrol, the 
U.N. information office in Beirut said. 

U.N. spokesman Samir Sanbar said one 
Lebanese army sergeant was killed and one 
Lebanese soldier was wouqded in the 
house-blowing process during the raid on 
Tulin, a village held by the Nigerian conting- 
ent of the6,C^0-strong U.N. Interim Force in 
Lebanon. 

' Both victims of the blast belonged to a 
700-man Lebanese battalion serving with 
UNIFIL in an effort to bring the whole of 
southern Lebanon under the control of 
Lebanon’s central government of Beirut, 
according to Sanbar. 

UNIFlL's new commander Maj. Gen. 
William Callaghan, of Ireland, has declared 
he intends to carrv out UNIFlL's mandate of 


extending central Lebanese authority up to 
Lebanon's 1948 truce lines with Israel. Hiis 
would involve deployment of 900 mote 
Lebanese regulars in the area and the dis- 
mantlirig of Haddad’s enclave. 

Tension between Haddad’s estimated 
2,000-strong militia and UNIFIL came to a 
peak two weeks ago, when Haddad's guns 
shelled the U .N-pohe^ village of Kantara to 
prevent the stationing of a 30-man Lebanese 
regular platoon with UNIFIL there. Two 
Nigerian tro^s died instantly and two died 
later in hospital. 

Palestinian commandos said Tuesday they 
had destroyed part of a railway linking 
Beersheba and Kiryat Gat in Israefs south- 
ern region of Negev.

Israel wants aU-American force

WASHINGTON, March 31 — Israel is 
currently putting increased pressure on the 
Reagan administration to station an all- 
American peacekeeping force in the Sinai, 
informed sources said. Despite support for 
this proposal, particularly a mong members of 
the National Security Council, the Reagan 
administration remains committed to a 
multi-national force that would include 
American troops. 

This position was clearly stated by Secret- 
aiy of Defense Casper Weinberger wbo 
appeared on ABC TVs Sunday morning 
program issues and Answers. Ask^ whether 
the American troops targeted for the Sinai 
peacekeeping force would be part of the 
Rapid Deployment Force, Weinberger said, 

"Absolutely no.*'

favored the peacekeeping force which 
included other countries also. 

Deputy Assistant Secretary of State for the 
Near East Michael E. Sterner is currently in 
Israel in an attempt to win Israeli support for 
troops from other countries. The Israelis are 
rejecting the concept of a multinational force 
in an attempt to force the U.S. into accepting 
their demands, sources said. 

The Israelis hope that the U.S. will change 
its mind and use both the bases in the Sinai as 
well as bases within Israel for its operations in 
the region. Moreover the Israelis see the sta- 
tioning of American troops in the Sinai as a 
means of streng±ening American-Israeli 
ties, sources added. 

Under the Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty, 
the Israelis must withdraw from the Sinai by 
March 26, 1982. The Israelis refuse to vrith- 
draw, however, before a peacekeeping force 
that they consider suitable is in place, sources 
point out. 


Thai Muslim 
families flee 
into Malaysia 


KUALA LUMPUR, April 1 (AP)— A 
total of 131 Muslims from Belong district 
in soudiem Thailand have fled to the 
Malaysian town of Baling to seek refuge 
from attacks by Communist guerrillas. 

The first batch of 42 began arrivuig last 
Wednesday, with more coming in Mon- 
day, the diief minister of Kedah stateSyed 
N^ar Shababuddin told reporters Tue^ 
day after visiting the refugees in Baling, 
240 kms north of here.

Sadat: Egypt selling arms to Iraq i 


CAIRO, April 1 (R) — President Anwar 
Sadat, in an announcement apparently 
designed to improve hi&haoered Image in the 
Arab world, has confirmed that E^pt was 
selling ammunition to Iraq. 

Iraq has been among the toughest Arab . 
critics of Egypt’s 1979 peace treaty with 
Israel, but Sadat said in a speedi that he had 
decided on thesale in gratitudefor Bagdad’s 
past mifitary assistance to Egypt. Until now, 


Egypt has remained strictly neutral in the 
Gulf war. Sadal'said the sale should not be 
seen as a diange in his position and that he 
still condemned Iraq for launching the inva- 
sion on Iran. 

In his speedi, to an annual meeting of die 
Egyptian journalists' syndicate, the president 
said Iraq approadied him through a third 
party and later sent an emissary to Cairo to 
si^ the deal. 


Informed sources said that Oman, one of 
the few .Arab states to maintain diplomatic 
relations with Cairo played an iniermediaiy 
role in the deal whi^ involved ammunition 
and spare parts for Sam Mis.si!es. 

It was the first public confirmation of per- 
sistent rumors that Cairo was helping arm 
Iraq. Only two davs ago. top Egyptian offi. 
dais flatlv denied an American television 
report that Cairo bad sold 4,000 tons of 
ammunifkin. missiles and Spare parts to Iraq.

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SENSELESS VIOLENCE 

As the president of the United States lies in hospital 
recovering from his wound, it is worth recalling that the 
speech he gave half an hour before the attempt on his life 
contained reference to the spread of violent crime in the 
countiy and the Administration's resolve to confront it. 
It is also worth recalling, though certainly with regret, 
that he has always been opposed to stricter gun control 
than at present exists. 

Statistics from the United States provide full justifica- 
tion to the general outcry at the spread of violence in this 
the worlcfs most prosperous and advanced nation, 
where fear has been dominating the cities for such a long 
time, and where firearms claim around fifty eight mur- 
der victims each day — aside from the wounded. Such an 
appalling scale of violence has led many to consider the 
country as facing ayeritable internal war, one which it is, 
moreover, steadily losing. 

There are fifty-two million guns in the' hands of the 
population, being bought at the rate of two million each 
year. Many have drawn what seems to them an obvious 
gorrelation between this proliferation of the means of 
violence and that of violence itself. But many, rep- 
resented and organized through the powerful Gun 
Lobby, have denied this and successfully withstood 
attempts to change the existing Gun Laws. 

The argument between the two sides goes back and 
forth. But the fact remains that the United States, which 
claims to be facing international terror abroad, is actu- 
ally engaging in terror at home — one which is not 
supplied with weapons from any other source but from 
the country itself; a terror which has claimed as victim, 
but mercifully not a fatality, the president of the republic 
himself.'

Sudan fears attack from Qiad 


KHARTOUM — 

Any day now, the Sudan is expecting an attadc by 
units of Chad's Libyan-backed army, aimed at crip- 
pling the remains of former Defense Minister His- 
sene Habre's forces which are now regrouping in a 
mountain hideout inside Sudan, north of the border 
town of El Genetna. 

Large numbers of Sudanese troops and heavy 
weapons have been sent to reinforce the remote 
frontier between Chad and Sudan, which stretches 
for over ],400 kilometers. Since he was driven 
westwards from his previous base at Abedie last 
month by the combined force of Chadian govein- 
ment troops and Libyans, Hissene Habre has 
sought refuge across the border, but has not asked 
the Sudanese to give him asylum, as this would 
mean laying down his arras and. bis 3,000 followers 
surrendering to the Sudanese. 

He is said to be pianning a counter-attack, and 
latest reports say that Habre and his men ate near 
the border post of Kulboos high in the barren 
mountains which at this point divide Chad from the 
Sudan. 

Fully aware that the man whom the Cba^n 
government in Ndjamena sees as 'public enemy 
number one' has been given temporary shelter by 
the Sudanese government, the audiorities here in 
Khartoum are taking uigent precautions to prevent 


any passible move by Chadian President Goukouni 
Ou^dei for a pre-emptive strike against Habre, at 
least until he has regrouped his forces and been able 
to ro-equip tiieto with new weapons. These have 
been promised by Egypt and some are reported to 
be almdy on their way, foUomng a secret meeting 
betwcCT Habre and President S^at in EgypL 

In Sudan, President Jafaar Numeiri has put his 
forces on alert in the west since serious threats 
developed along the Chadian border and several 
Chadian aircraft penetrated Sudanese aii^ace. 
There Imve been frequent shuttles of military sup- 
plies from Khartoum to El Geneina, as well as 
several mditaxy mistions currently adviang the 
Sudwese on the most effective measures to Arow 
back a possible incuraioD from Chad. Many Egyp- 
tians are believed to be stationed along the border 
as military advisers and the Sudan has been prom- 
ised EgypYs full support if there is an attadc from 
Chad. 

Meanwhile, Prerident Numeiri continues to insist 
that Habre's recent defeat was masterminded by 
Soviet military advisers and was not done in the 
usual style Cc^. Qaddafi, although Libyan troops, 
tanks and aircraft played a major role. 

In recent press interviews, Numeiri has claimed 
Aat S<wiet Tupolev transports have been operating 
a steady service, bringing Libyan tanks ri^t up to 


the Sncianese frontier, and a senior Sudanese army 
oEBcer has reported that many new airstrips are 
being buflt dose to the border with Sudan so that 
Libyan planes could carry out strikes deep into the 
Sudan's Daifur region. 

The potentially-explosive situation along the 
Chadian border has resulted in a return to doser 
relations between Sudan and Egypt. These cooled 
somewhat after the Chmp David agreement and a 
Sudanese ambassador will be sent again to Cairo in 
the near future, after a long break. Both Sadat and 
Numeiri appear determined to beat back any bor- 
der attaclm by the Chadian army, or the Libyans, 
and in die event of a full attack on Sudan, ^ypt has 
promised full military support. 

The Sudan government appears to fear the Obad 
developments are all part of a deliberate plan by the 
Soiiet Union to surround Sudan with its client 
states, along the lines of Edik^ia and South 
Yemen, and is seeking full guarantees of support 
from Egypt If it is next on the Ust for ‘destabiliza- 
tion'. 

Observers here note that President Numeiri has 
been detiberately tiy^ to patch up all otiier qum- 
rels with neighboring states, especially with 
Ethiopia, so that hisforoes can now be concentrated 
in the west, where he sees the main threat to his — 
and Sudan's — future rapidly developing. (LOS). 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


Newspapers Wednesday mostly led with Saudi 
Arabia's denundauon of an attempt on U.S. Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan's life last Monday. They high- 
lighted congratulatory cables sent by King Khaled 
and Crown Prince FaJid on the safety of the presi- 
dent. In a lead story, A/ Yom reported improvement 
in Reagan'.s condition while his pre^ secretary 
James Brady was reported in a critical state. 

All newspapers frontpaged the Islamic goodwill 
committee's meeting with Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein Tuesday, saying that the committee would 
reach some tangible results in a month's time. They 
also gave front-page coverage to tfaearrival of the 
Indonesian Minister of Oil. Dr. Subroto, to discuss 
the coordination of stances within the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OP EC). 

AI Bilad reported in a pugc one story that Prince 
Abdullah, second deputy premier and head of the 
National Guard, will watch a live maneuver by the 
National Guard's joint armed divisions Monday 
andTuesday. The sanction of SR9no million for the 
expropriation of properties in Qasim was covered 
as a prominent front-page story by AlJazirah. AI 
Meditta quoted Somali President Siad Barre's 
advisor Brig. Ahmed Sulaiman Abdullah assaying. 
"We agree on the immediate restoration of rela- 
tions with Ethiopia*'. He also praised Saudi 
Arabia's "wise, human and pioneering stances" on 
Arab, Islamic and international issues. 

Newspaper editorials mainly commented on 
the attempted' assassination of the U.S. president, 
the Iraq- Iran conflict and the situation in Lebanon. 


Discussing international terrorism, AI Medina 
observed that the wholeworld shares the American 
people's concern witit rising terrorism. The Arab 
world, which has been subjected to various kinds of 
terror and tyranny, shares America's anxiety over 
the tragic incident which aimed at the life of the 
U.S. president, the paper said. It added that the 
Arab world denounces such terroristic acts, and 
hopes that the incident would motivate the U.S. 
leader to dedicate every effort to tackle the causes 
of this phenomenon and to repel Zionist and com- 
munist forces whi^ have tiieir open contribution in 
such terroristic acts. 

AI Jazfrah asked ’ - . whether there was any 
supernatural power that neutralized the effect of all 
equipment in the possession of the security men 
surrounding the pretident. Hie paper added that, 
depending on faith and reality, the answer would be 
in the affirmative as all investigations with the 
assailant would fail to give a convincing interpreta- 
tion of [he inefficacy of the sophisticated instm- 
menLs. It .said that power is not an indispensable 
logic in international relations or in interaction 
with the crucial issues of the nations of the world. 
The paper recalled a remark made by the American 
civil rights leader, Jesse Jackson, that the U.S. has a 
disturbed policy influenced by a blind belief in 
power, whidi only implies more risks and tiireats to 
America itself. These threats have started with the 
president himself, it said. 

Okaz also condemned terrorism and culled upon 
the forces of the world to work for construction, not 


destruction. The paper described the creation of 
Israel in the Heart of tiie Arab world as the biggest 
crime of the world. That the bullet of lerrori^ has 
already readied bis chest, Reagan must now work 
hand in hand wth the peace-loving states of the 
world to eliminate the cells of Terrorism wd viol- 
ence, the paper said. 

On the other hand. A/ Yom discussed the task of 
the Islamic goodwill commitree, saying that the 
Iraq-lran war endangers the security of the whole 
region and might become a poweiful cause of a 
world war emanating from die Gulf itself. The 
whole region Bsuffertngfrominstabilityasaresuult 
of this war and, tiierefore, die Islamic nation has 
pinned great hopes on the committee that it would 
succeed In bringing about peace, harmony and sta- 
bility in the Gulf region, said die paper. It advised 
both parties to exerdse self-restraint and show 
patience in order to reach a mutually acceptable 
solution. 

Concerned with the Lebanese situation, 
noted that the legal authority in Lebanon is exerting 
every effort to restore normakyr in the country and 
to allow Che regular army to exercise its full author- 
ity in all parts of the country.

The impenetrable courtroom

WASHINGTON. (LAT) — It is probably 
the most unusual courtroom in America. TWo 
heavy bank-vault doors, eadi vntii a cximln- 
nation lock, bar the public. An electronic 
sweep is conducted b^ore eadi session to 
prevent bu^ng. Even the"defendanf' isnot 
permitted inside. He is not even informed of 
the* proceedings. 

Such are tbe tight security precautions for 
tile* \J.S. Foreign Tntelhgence SuTvmllimce 
Court, a little-known arm of the federal 
judiciaty system that is charged by law with 
approving oc disapproving requests by U.S. 
iutelligence agencies to spy on American citi- 
zens in this country. 

So tight is die security that only a few offi- 
cials of die FBI, the department of justice and 
tbe national security agency may attend the 
court’s sessions. It is boused on die sixth floor 
at Justice Department headquarters, but the 
attorney general himself cannot enter the 
court unassisted. He does not have the lock 
combinations. 

"We don't even acknowledge that the 
court is in this building,’* aJusticeDepartment 
source said. Now almost two years old, the 
FISC was CTeated by Congress to impose a 
strict rule of law on federal law-enforcement 
agents who operate insde the United States 
gathering imelligence for national security 
purposes. 

No longer can FBI agents or other intellig- 
ence officers do as they did in years past — 
secretly break into homes in the United 
States without court approval to tele- 
phones or plant microphones. Now agents 
wishii^ to take such action must first come to 
the surveillance court for approval. 


The requirement of absolute secrecy in the 
coon's operations was made law so that sus- 
pected Soviet spies, foreign terrorists or 
American collaborators would not know that 
the court was being asked for permission to 
monitor them. Today, Reagan administra- 
tion officials are reviewing all the legal restr- 
ictions and ground rules that apply to 
national security investigations. But so far 
there is no indication that the administration 
plans to relax tfie surveUUance court's proce- 
dures. 

^tablishmem of tbe court, which is com- 
posed of seven federal judges from around 
the country, was considered a major step 
forward from tbe old days when FBI officials, 
on their own, could decide whose premises 
could be secretly searched, wiretapped or 
overheard electronically. 

The vagueness of those old standards led to 
abuses that ultimately resulted in sweeping 
investigations of the FBI and CIA. As one 
result. W. Mark Felt and Edward S. miller 
were convicted last November on charges 
tiiat as I^I officers they bad ordered illegal 
break-ins in 1972 and 1973 in searching for 
fugitive members of tbe Weather Under- 
ground. Although the surveillance court was 
created to prevent suth abuses, certain fea- 
tures of the court have displeased both con- 
servatives and liberals. 

The Washington-based Heritage Founda- 
tion, a conservative think tank that has 
gained influence in the Reagan administra- 
tion, is urging that the special court be 
abolished. The court is "constitutionally 
repugnant and a judicial aberration,’’ the 
foundation said in a recent report. 

Sant Francis, who .edited the Heritage 
study, said that requiring all electxonic sur- 


veillances in national security cases to be 
cleared by tbe FISC tends to infringe on the 
constitnnonal duty of a president to protect 
the nation’s security. 

Kenneth C. Bass, who recently resigned us 
the JusticeDcpartmenf $ imelligence counsel, 
said that service on the FISC constitutes an 
extra duty by the judges, who arc appointed 
on a rotating’ basis. The punefs chief judge is 
George L. Hurt Jr. of U.S. District Court for 
the District of Columbia. 

Aside from the jud^, the only persons 
present for a court ses.sion ure .nn official of 
the FBI or NS A — whichever agenc>’ is seek- 
ing authority for surveillance — and u 
member of Bass’ office, who actsas the uitor- 
ney for tbe agency.

The CIA cannot upproudt the court 
because its mandate is now limited to gather- 
ing intelligence data merscas. According to 
him, each hearing looks more like u board 
meeting than a coun proceeding. "Tbe gen- 
eral principle.” be said. ’*)s if a court warrant 
would be required by law enforcement offic- 
ers in a criminaJ Investigation, the FISC must 
grant authority if intelligence agencies want 
to use the same technique in the United 
States.” 

Thus, requests to use any elearicuii or 
mechanical devices that FBI or NS.A officials 
want to employ in intelHeencc investigations 
must be presented to the court on a case-hy- 
case basis. In addition to wiretaps or eaves- 
dropping equipment, such devices may 
include high-powered telescopes, or "beep- 
ers” secretly placed under the hoods of cuts 
to track them.

OTTAWA, Canada, April 1 (AP) — 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliott Trudeau’s drive 
to bring the Canadian constitution home 
from Britain by July 1 has been dealt a set- 
back by a provincial court whidi ruled be was 
acting illegally. 

Ibe Newfoundland Supreme Court of 
Appeal said Tuesday that Trudeau must have 
the consent o£ Canada' s provinces to take any 
step that would alter the relationship bet- 
ween the provinces and the federal govern- 
ment. 

Ibe British House of Commons has held 
ultimate control of Canada's constitution, the 
British Nordi America Act, ever since it 
adopted it in 1867. Trudeau wants tiie British 
parliament to surrender the constitution to 
Canada but first to amend it with two things 
on which the provincial governments have 
been unable to agree — a bill of rights and a 
procedure for amendments. 

After tusuccessful negotiations witii pro- 
vindal premiers last year, Trudeau declared 
an impasse and announced he would petition 
Britain directly to amend the document and 
send it to Canada. But he was supported by 
only two of Canada's 10 provinces, and six 
have joined lawsuits to try to stq) him. 

British Prime Minister Margaret Thatdier 
has promised to endorse any proposal for 
‘^patiiation," as seiidng the constitution to 
C^ada is called, that clears the Canadian 
parliament. But British legislators have indi- 
cated they would be reluctant to approve a 
pit^osal diat is not backed by the provinces. 

After the adverse court ruling Tuesday, 
Trudeau offered to have the supreme court of 
Canada rule on die issue'if parliament would 
first give his constitutional package its 
approval. Opposition leader Joe Qark, 
whose progressive Conservatives are block- 
ing parliamentary action with a filibuster, 
refused. He said the legislators “can't be 
asked to pass a matter that has been declared 
iOegal by a supreme court of a province."

Saturn data puzzles experts

WASHINGTON. April 1 ( AP) — Months 
after Voyager / *s spectacular visit to Saturn, 
scientists still are puzzled about the giant 
ringed planet and what the mountains of data 
they’ve got really mean. “ We are still encoun- 
tering things about Saturn that we don’t 
understand," Dr. Bradford Smith told a U.S. 
National Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion briefing on scientific results of the mis- 
sion. “ Most of what we don' t understand is in 
the ring system," he said. 

Some of Voyager *s perplexing discoveries 
are that the large, solid rings are made up of 
thousands of thinner ones called ringlets. The 
prominent B-ring contains moving, spoke- 
like structures and the newly discovered 
F-ring consists of ringlets that appear to twist 
around each other. Smith, head of the team 
responsible for the 1 7,500 pictures sent back 
from Saturn, said “the problem is trying to 
ai^Iy the laws of physics to the conditions 
that exist near Saturn." Smith and otiier sci- 
entists noted that Saturn is very similar to 


Jupiter, die other giant gaseous planet visited 
by unmanned Voyager spacecraft. Both 
planets have dark and light zones of moving 
gases, circulating storm regions and doud 
markings. 

But the smaller, colder Saturn’s markings 
are muted by a tiUck haze layer above the 
cloud tops and wind speeds erf up to l ,770 
kph are substantially higher than on Jupiter, 
they said.

Two ships collide 
in Gulf of Mexico 

NEW ORLEANS, T .nuisinna ^ April 1 
( AP) — A Japanese tanker loaded with caus- 
tic soda collided with a Greek freighter 'Dies- 
day in dense fog in the Gulf of Mexico, the 
U.S. Coast Guard reported. Both vessels 
were damaged and were taking on water, said 
Lt. Cmdr.

PARIS. April I (R) — The world body 
which gives easy loans to the poorest develop- 
ing countries has said it will have to hold up 
the 'signing of new ones because governments 
have not come forward quickly enough with 
funds. 

Hie International Develc^ment Associa- 
tion (IDA), the soft loan agency of the World 
Bank, said it would be unable to sign new 
agreements from Wednesday until it gets 
more funds from its members. 

After two days oi talks here, officials of 27 
of the 33 IDA countries issued a statement 
expressing deep concern at the delay in rais- 
ing new ^nds and at the fact that U.S. plans 
for aid are still pending in Congress which has 
not yet approved increased contributions. 

The statement said that "in the absence of 
United States authorization and appropria- 
tion. or of further voluntary contributions. 
IDA would have no further commitment 
authority commencing in April 1980.” How- 
ever World Bank officials said credit agree- 
ments already signed will be honored in full. 
The IDA lends money to the poorest 
developing countries without charging inter- 
est or only at minimal rates. 

Last year IDA countries agreed in princi- 
ple to provide $12 billion for IDA lending 
during the three years up to mid- 1 983. But 
only 18 countries, accounting for $598 bil- 
lion, have so far authorized the new lending.

London buses 
to have flat-fares 

LONDON, April 1 , ( AP) — Starting April 
5, London suburb-dwellers will no longer 
have to cope with an array of different bus 
fares. 

London transport is introducing a single, 
flat fare of 25 pence(55 cents) for any jour- 
ney made within 500 square miles (1.295 
square kilometers) of suburban London. The 
new system applies, however, only to routes 
operating rou^ly five miles outside the dty 
center. In the core of the dty where most 
tourists congregate, bus fares will still range 
in steps from 12 pence (27*cepts) to 70 pence 
($1.58), depending on the disunce traveled. 

This system baffles many visitors to the 
British capita], although tourists often find 
the “bus conductors” or‘*dippies" on Lon- 
don's doublededcer buses entertaining. The 
walk among passengers with little black tidtet 
machines, collecting fares. “Where do you 
want to go. luv?" They frequently ask. 

A London transport spokesman said Wed-

Bankers fail to strike deal on Polish debt 


LONDON. April 1 (AP) — U.S. and other 
Western bankers have failed to hammer out 
an agreement on restructuring $3.1 billion in 
Poli^ debts due this year. 

A communique said the bankers will con- 
tinue negotiations with Poland, butareJook- 
ingto Western creditorgovemmentstoEnda 
solution. “Although the situation is difficult, 
the possibility of a satisfactory solution can 
only be adiieved througn calm and restrained 
discussions taking place on a continuing 
basis.” the communique said. 

The bankers, representing 40 the 200 
Western banks owned money by Poland, met 
Tuesdaywith Jan Wolosyzn, deputy riiair- 
man of Bank Handlowy, Poland's foreign 
trade bank. Another meeting was scheduled 
Wednesday, with more talks set for April 8. 

There was no mention of Poland's request 
for a $1 billion “bridging loan" to help it out 
of its economic crisis. The Poles also are 
seeking another $8 billion from the banks to 
help them repay the existing debt and obtain 
new credits. 

The Times of London noted Tuesday; 
“There seems little doubt that the bank will 
have to r«tcbeduie existing debts, but there 
are sharp divisions of opinion about tiie 
advisability of making fre;^ loans.” 

Poland, which borrowed heavily from the 


West over the last decade to build up its 
economy, has a foreign debt of at least $23.1 
billion. 

Out cf tiiis.$12.7 billion is owed to West- 
ern commercial banksabout lOpercentof it 
to U.S. banks. 

Earlier, Poland reiterated its request for a 
$1 billion bridging loan from Western banks 
as a matter of urgency. 

AIAough Monday’seompromise in Poland 
between the government and the Solidarity 
union eoMuraged Western financiers, bank- 
ing officials said diey were reluctant to grant 
new credit without guarantees from their 
government. 

Apart from bridging loan, Poland seeks 
rescheduling of its.$7.5 billion debt due for 
reimbursement this year, over an eight-to- 
10-year period with five year^ grace. This 
sum comprises $3.1 billion of private credit 
and $4.4 billion from Western governments 
or guaranteed by them.

Taipei plans to install 
solar house this year 

TAIPEI. April J (CNA) — The Energy 
Research Laboratories of the Industrkd 
Technology Research Institute is planning to 
set up a demonstration solar house in

In a package of projects submitted to the 
Ministry of Economic Affairs for approval, 
the research laboratoriesproposed to install a 
solar water heater, solar air-conditioning 
unit, solar refrigerator, and a solar lamp, all 
to be powered by photovoitaic cells. 

Dr. Yeh Hsuan, bead of the laboratories, 
indicated that the primary purpose behind 
the solar house is to develop a new tedmique 
for thermal insulation by whidi the energy 
needed for cooling conventional houses is 
reduced. 

He also said that the location of the bouse 
is still undecided, but plenty of sunshine will 
be necessary, as will a low air pollution rate. 
The solar house is estimated to cost 
$100,000.

Leader’s ouster likely 

Polish union facing conflicts 


GDANSK. Poland, April 1 (AP) — Sol- 
idarity leaders said Wednesday that Anna 
Walentinowicz, the crane operator at the 
Gdansk shipyards whose dismissal for union 
activities last year sparked strikers here, is 
facing possible ouster because of differences 
with some leaders. 

Andrzej Gwiazda, no. 2 man in the leader- 
ship of the lO-million-meraber independent 
union said “Aona Walentinowicz could be 
ousted from the presidium because she is too 
popular for some leaders' liking and you 
quote me on that.” 

Solidarity's national coordinating commis- 
sion held a second round session here Wed- 
nesday after canceling a national general 
strike Tuesday. The strike call was suspended 
after union leader Lech Walesa reached a 
last-minute agreement Monday with the gov- 
ernment over union security and won prom- 
ises that officials behind the beating of three 
unionists in Bydgoszcz March 19 would be 
found and punished. 

But as the union voted to cancel a nation- 
mde strike alert — with die exception of 
Bydgoszcz — declared the day after the beat- 


ings, a leadership conflict emerged and many 
members of the commission were said to be 
angry with Walesa’s handling of recent talks 
with the government. 

Members of the commission, reduced from 
its original number of 35 to about 40 through 
past mergers of diapters, also were said to be 
discussing a ” toughening^ ' of the points of the 
agreement, initialed Monday ni^tafter talks 
between Walesa and Mieezyslaw Rakowsld, 
a deputy premier. 

In addition to Walesa,, who has said he was 
tired and wants to resign once he has "'settled 
the union's problems,” Gwiazda also offered 
to quit during the Wednesday session. But 
union members disagreed, according to a 
union source in the meeting. 

It was not immediately clear if the feelings 
of the two leaders, close ^(ies when the union 
was formed here last summer, reflected 
ideological differences or a power struggle, 
observers said. 

Many members of the national comnussion 
have crittdzedWalesa for not staying in toudb 
with them during negotiations, including Jan 


Rulewski, the Solidarity leader beaten in 
Bydgoszcz, who wrote an angry letter to the 
commission condemning the Monday agree- 
ment. 

Many members are ^parently seftirmg to 
set April 1 S as Ae date for Ae government to 
carry out Aeir side oi Ae agreement signed 
Monday. Some union members warned Wal- 
esa not to get mad and storm out of Ae meet- 
ing like be Ad during Ae sesaon m Bod- 
goszcz on Ae Monday after Ae beatings. 

Meanwhile, Soviet television said Tuesday 
Ae sitoation in Poland remained "*very 
tense” despite Solidarity trade anion’s deci- 
sions to suspend a general strike tiireat. 
"'"Anti-socialitf elements in Ae organization 
of Solidarity come out gainst Ae achieved 
accord. They insist on Ae satisfactiem of all 
Aeir demands,” commentator Boris 
asserted. 

In a related development, Warsaw Pact 
military exercises In and around Poland have 
teefanii^y ended but Ae level of militaiy 
activity remains ‘high, a N^^TO military 
source said in Brussels Tuesday. . 


U.S. willing 
to resume 
arms talks 


BRUSSELS, April 1 (R) — The United 
States basassured its European allies Aat it is 
willing to resume talks wi A Moscow on limit- 
ing European nuclear weaptxis but has not 
specified Ae time. A date to restart Ae 
negotiations on medium-range theater nuc- 
lear forces(TNF) is likely to be announced at 
Ae next NATO ministerial coundl in Rome 
in May, alliance sources said. 

Several European countries, under strong 
pressure from left-wing, anti-nuclear opinion 
at home, urged Ae U.S. Assistant Secretary 
of State for European Affairs. Lawrence Eag- 
leburger, Tuesday to relaunch Ae talks as 
soon as possible. But participants at Ae 
one-day meeting of NATO's special consul- 
tative group recognized 'Aat Ae Reagan 
administration needed time to clarify its arms 
control policy, Ae sources said, and did not 
push for a date. 

One of Ae most awkward problems is how 
to start TNF talks — supposing Aat Moscow 
is still ready to join in — wiAout waiting for 
Ae expected reopening of Ae Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks (SALT), Aey said. The 
SALT II treaty, dealing wiA intercontinental 
weapons, has not been ratified by Ae U.S. 
Coi^ress. 

The TNF talks, about which preliminary 
U.S.-Soviet exchanges took place in Geneva 
last October, are envisaged as Ae Aird round 
of Ae SALT negotiations. “The nature of Ae 
TNF-SALT relationship will have to await 
Ae outcome of Ac U.S. review of anus con- 
trol. However, tilTs is not a question Aat need 
delay implementation of our TNF arms con- 
trol approach," a N.^TO source said after Ae 
meeting. 

The special consultative group, made up of 
high offidaU and chaired by Eagleburger, 
agreed Aat Ac alliance remained Gnniy 
committed to its double-barreled decision of 
December 1979 to modernize its nuclear 
arsenal in Europe while starting East-West 
talks to limit medium-range nuclear 
weapons, Ae sources said. 

Meanwhile, neutral and'nooaligned states 
Tuesday presented a compromise proposal 
designed to dear Ae way for final agreement 
at Ae long-stalled European security review 
conference in Madrid, offidal sources said. 
Western delegation sources said Ae 30-page 
document, submitted at a plenary session of 
Ae 35-state meeting, represented Ae 
for discussion on a final conference docu- 
ment. The Madrid meeting started in 
November and was orginally due to end 
March 5. 

The western sources said Aey were 
unsatisfied wiA some of Ae neutral and 
nonaligned proposals, notably on hum 
rights and information. The Soviet Union h< 
no immediate reaction to Ae compromise 
plan when it was tabled Tuesday by Yugos- 
lavia. 


First in 50 years 


Time change amuses Soviets 


MOSCOW, April 1 ( AP) — HunAeds of 
cheering Russians, clutching cameras and 
telescopes, crowded around Ae Kremlin 
clodctower early Wednesday to make a 
celebration of Ae Soviet Union’s first move 
to daylight savings time in 50 years. The 
time change, designed to save energy by 
using daylight hours more efficiently, was 
meticulously planned and publicized by 
Soviet auAorities, but public confusion 
about Ae change persisted even after Ae 
midnight switch. 

The clockwatdiers outside Ae Kremlin 
on Red Square discussed wiA relish Ae 
workings of daylight savings time, but citi- 
zens at a nearby railroad sAtion were less 
sure. Some passengers hadn't beard about 
Ae change and missed Aeir trains — *‘I 
don't have time to read Ae p^ers,” one 
complained — and railway emplc^ees 
argued among Aemselves about how 
sdiedules would be affected. 


Outside Ae sAtion, about half the 
passers-by seemed to know about Ae time 
dmnge. A streetsweeper told inquires Aat 
it was 12:30 a.m., ignoring a newly adjusted 
clock abo\'e his bead Aat gave Ae new time 
of 1:30. On Red Square, high-spirited 
youAs and adults viitu^iy ignored Ae mid- 
night changing of Ae guard at Lenin's tomb 
— a spit-and-polish ceremony Aat usually 
draws awed aikention — and sAred instead 
at Ae KrenMin's 67-meter-All Spassky 
Clock Tower. 


As soon as Ae dock struck midnight local 
time (at 2100 Gh^ Tuesday, Ae hands 
began moving forwaid rapidly toward 1:00 
to Ae cheers of Ae crowd. The dieers 


turned to guffaws when Ae hands overshot 
Ae new time and came to rest at Irll, but 
auAorities Aen stopped Ae dock and 
restarted it when 1:11 arrived. 

Soviet radio, television and new^apers 
labored for weeks before Ae time change to 
explain it to dtizens and convince Aem Aat 
Ae extra sunlight will be good for Aeir 
healA. One new^aper, SodaUst /ndurtty, 
promised Tuesday Aat wiA extra sunlight, 
“Ae heart, mtestmes and all Ae musdes of 
Ae body would begin to work more 
energetic^y.” 

Soviet tdeviaon A^ensed advice to 
farmen on «Aen to milk cows under Ae 
new time sysAm — if s Ae farmed s job to 
adapt to Ae new schedule, it said, not Ae 
cows' — and a raAo program assured some 
worried dtizens Aat “Ae lengA of Ae 
-morning will be Ae same.” The Soviet 
HealA Ministry’s magazine noted Aat 
some parents were worried how Aeir chil- 
dren would take time change. “ We want to 
reassure you,” Ae magazine said, quoting 
scientific assurances Aat diildren adapt 
quickly to such changes. 

The Soviet Union switched regularly 
between 'winter and summer time until 
1 930. when Ae changes were stopped. Sev- 
eral generations of Soviet dtizens have 
never before e:q>erienoed daylight savings 
time, which is routine m many Western 
countries and also used by some of Ae 
'Soviet Union's east European allies. The 
summer time introduced at midnight Tues- 
day puts Moscow four hours ahead of 
G reen wich Mean Time. It will last un A Oct. 
1, when clodts will be put back again unA 
next ^ring. 


Sidly prisoners take 18 hostage 


MESSINA, Sidly^April 1 (AP) — Three 
inmates demanding a transfer to anoAcr 
prison took 18 persons hostage at Ae Gazzi 
prison here Tuesday and Iqpked themselves 
in a medical office, police reported. The 
rebeb. armed wiA shaipcoed spoon and hole- 
punefaing tools, broke into Ae infirmaiy 

where 1 1 unarmed guards and five handymen 

were waiting to be interviewed by two male 
nurses, police said. 

They later released two guards and one 
worker before sArting negotiations wiA 
police and prison officials, Aey said. Police 
sources reported earlier Aat more 30 prison- 
ers took pan in Ae revolt, but Aey said later 
only ibree prisoners — including a murderer 
serving a life term and a su^ected terrorist 
were involved. 

Police sources said Ae revolt was led by 
Santo Tucci, 26, who is serving a life term for 
killing an inmate, and awaiting anoAer trial 
for staging a revolt at anoAer Sidlian prison 
in 1979. Police identified Ae oAers as 
Antonio Faro, described as a common crimi- 
nal serving a term for attempted jail breaks, 
and Aldo Mauro, 28, a suspected terrorist 
coivTcf'.xl on robbery charges. Pri'*on ■ 'ff-'.'"'!': 


said Ae trio. wiAout givi^ any reason, asked 
to be transfer!^ to a prison in Asebli Pioeno 
in southeastern Italy. 

Two lawyers were brought in at Ae request 
of Ae convicts toactas intermediaries in Aeir 
negotiations wriA 'Ae prison auAorities. The 
prison also houses 23 convicted Red Brigades 
terrorists in a separate maximum security 
wing. The rebels, however, made no “politi- 
cal demands,” Ae sources s.aid.

OSLO, April 1 ( AFP) — A member of Ae 
Soviet trade mission here was dedared per- 
sona. non grate by Norwegian auAoritie? 
Wednesday, reporti^ly for mvolvement m 
industrial e^ionage. 

The Foreign ^nistry informed Soviet 
Ambassador in Oslo Yuri KiriAenko Aat 
Timor Besedin, described as a member of Ae 
missioa's'‘tedmical staff' should leave Nor- 
way ^ ,'sooti as{X>ssible for “activities Aat 
conflicted wiA his position.” The minist ry 
also (old Kirishenko Aat two former mem- 
bers of Ae trade mission, named as Gioigi 
Petrov and Evgeni Mironenko, were to be 
considered banned from Norway for Ae 
reason. 


Soviets protect Kabul 
as army sent to fight 
liberators in provinces 


NEW DELHI, April 1 (A^des) — 
Afghan forces have been moving out of 
Kabul to put down a flare-up of rebellion in 
Ae provinces, leaving Ae capitaFs security 
wiA Soviet troops. Western Aplomatic 
sources said in New Delhi Wednesday. The 
sources had no estimate of Ae number of 
Afghan troths involved. But Aey quoted 
reliable Afghan sources in Kabul as saving all 
four central corps A visions stationed Aere 
were being sent out. 

Fighting had broke out in at least 20. of 
Afghanistan's 29 provinces, many of Aem 
botdering Ae Soviet frontier, Ae Aplomatic 
sources said. They added Aat hundreds cf 
wounded civilians and Afghan troops had 
been brought to ho^itals in Kabul .over Ae 
two weeks. They said Aree of Ae four major 
highways leading out of Ae capital were 
dosed for most of last week. 

The situation in Aj^anistan unsettled, 
particularly A Herat and Kaodabor where 
Aere had been an* "upsurge in freedom fight- 
ers' activity. The sources said government 
troops appaFeatiy attacked a hill east of Kabul 


airport last week. Three large explosions 
were heard interspersed wiA small arms fire. 
The sources also said liberators kidnapped 
Ae governor of Logar province, neighboring 
Kabul, last week, along wiA 11 of his body- 
guards. 

Heavy Soviet transport activity had been 
noticed at Kabul airport during Ae past 
week, Ae sources smd. More Soviet troops 
were flown in during Ae last seven days to 
Kabul and to Bagram Air Base, about 56 kms 
noith of Ae Afghan capital. On Monday a 
soldier shot dead several Afghans in fron t'of a 
cinema. But Ae sources couid not say if Ae 
soldier was A^an or Soviet.

LONDON, April 1 (AP) — The Foreign 
Office said Wednesday Aat auAontfos in 
Iran have allowed a British consul to visit 
jailed British businessman Andrew Pyke. 
The consul, Oiiistopher Run Ae, was permit- 
ted to see 37-year-old Pyke in Ttfiran’s Evin 

S rison Thesday. He said he was in good con- 
ition and bemg well treated, according to 
Ae Foreign Office. 

It was the first outside contact British offi- 
cials have had wiA Pyke since Feb. 7 and Ae 
Iranians said Ae consul could retern for regu- 
lar monAly visits. There had been hopes that 
Pyke would be ffeed along wiA Aree AngH- 
can missionaries released Iranian deten- 
tion on Feb. 27 — Dr. John -Coleman and ' his 
wife Audrey, and Jean Waddell. But he 
remained in custody. 


An executive wiA a Dutch-Iranian 
heJioopter firm, Pyke was arreted last 
August as be waited for a plane to take him 
oiit of Iran. At first it was said he face 
qtyin g diarges.

SAN SALVADOR. April 1 (Agencies — A 
bomb destroyed Qtibank's offices in an 18- 
story office building Tuesday evening and 
knocked out window across the street in Ae 
Camino Real Hotel. No injuries were 
reported in Ae 7:30p.m. (0030 GMT) blast, 
but flying glass in Ae hotel narrowly missed 
several people, most of Aem reporters cover- 
ing Ae dvil unrest here. 

The windows in Ae hotefs press center, 
where Ae offices of Ae Assodated Press and 
United Press International are located, were 
blown inward. AlAough no group claimed 
re^onsibility for Ae bombing, Iranks and 
businesses have been recent targets for liber- 
ation groups fighting to topple Ae dvilian- 
militaiy junta. 

Wednesday is Ae 11 A aoniversaryof the 
founding of Popular Liberation Forces, and 
Aere was immediate speculation from police 
sources Aat Ae bombing was an FPL opera- 
tion. 

The attadc on Ae Qtibank office, located 
in Ae 18-story RobieTowers, was Ae third in 
two years on Ae ground floor office, but Ae 
most serious of Ae Aree. 

A businessman on Ae eight floor of Ae 
buildup said, “when Ae blast came I Aought 
AeentirebuQdingwasfalling.” He identified 
himself as Marco Antonio Robles, director of 
Ae Central American Bank of Economic 
Integration. 

Powerful bombs have been blowing up 
buildings 'here wiA increasing regularity in 
recent weeks and it appears Ae liberators are 
renewing their activity in Ae capital after a 
relatively quiet monA.
